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Installing the DUB-A2 into your PC

D. Remove the backplate. 

(The small piece of metal that 
covers the opening for the PCI 
card). 
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E. Insert the DUB-A2 carefully 
into the PCI slot. 



F. Secure the DUB-A2 with the 
screw from the backplate. 

G. Replace your computer's 
cover. 

H. Plug in the power cord and 
turn on your computer.
